$2 Bills To Save Taxpayers AAillions 



For the first time in a decade 
the Chicago Federal Reserve 
Bank and its' counterparts 
across the country are shipping 
92 bills to commercial banks. 

The commercial banks in turn 
will begin to issue them to the 
public on Apr. 13, Thomas 
Jefferson's birthday , according 



to William E. Brook,. president 
i of the State Bank of Antioch. 
\ Like its most recent ances- 
tors, the ; face of the new bill 
features a portrait of our third 
president, the recognized au- 
thor of the Declaration of 
Independence. But* while the 
portrait is unchanged, the 
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inscription above it designates 
the hew bill as a Federal 
Reserve Note (as is over 99 
percent of all U.S. paper 
currency in circulation today) 
rather than a United States 
Note. 

Therefore, the bills delivered 
by the Chicago Federal Reserve 
Bank bear its own seal to the 
left of the protrait. The back of 
the bill is entirely new, featur- 
ing a vignette from John' 
Trumbull's painting * 'The Sign- ; 
ing of the Declaration of 
Independence." (Previously 
Thomas Jefferson's home, 
Monticello, appeared on the 
reverse side.) • 

While the timing of the issue 
and its design clearly com- 
memorate bur nation's' bicen- 
tennial, the new bill is being 
issued as a permanent part of 
our currency stock, Mr. Brook 
said. And the reasons' for this 
boll down to "hard cash". _ _ 

The treasury department ex- 
pects that, especially in light of 
the price increases of recent 
< years, the public will find the $2 
demon i nation very convenient 
for small transactions. If the 
treasury is right, the bills could 
replace about half the singles 
now in circulation. Since one 
dollar bills -on average, 1.7 
billion notes annually - account 
for almost 60 percent of the total 
volume of currency printed 
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dropping all use of the work, 1 
doubt if anyone has described 
the policy of detente with more

MORE AND more as we get ' 
into this problem of the United 
States versus the Soviet Union, 
Secretary Rumsfeld is proving 
to be a tough and worthy 
adversary for bis Soviet coun- 
terparts.

decisions made five to 10 years, 
ago. ; " ,. ■ 

He closed this particular 
press conference by saying, 
"I'm not warning that the 
Russians are coming; I'm 
saying the trends are here."

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Ronald r R. Coles, Lake Villa 
township supervisor, was con-, 
victed last Friday of extorting

Coles, 42, who also is a County 
Board member from District 4, 
will have to give up both of his 
offices. Sentencing has been set 
for. May 5. The maximum 
penalty for extortion is 20 years 
in prison and a $10,000 fine:

-Extorting $900 from Joseph 
Budy, owner of the Sahara Inn 
on Rt. 41, near take Bluff. Budy 
testified he made the payment 
after his license was revoked

-Extorting $500 from WU- 



liam E. Dugan, owner of the 
Country Music Inn, in unincor- 
porated Prairie View. Dugan 
originally told the grand Jury he 
paid Coles : $1,500, . but , changed 
his story during the trial and 
said that while he could not 
remember the exact figure, it 
was between $300 and $500. 
. Marshall found Coles not 
guilty of other charges, includ- 
ing extorting $400 from Marino 
Pe trucci , operator of the former 
Marino's Lounge near Antioch.
